grains, says G. A. Dean, a bug spe- | 
clalist at the Kansas Agricultural col- 
lege, work so vigorously that the farm. | 
er must elther kill them, dispose of 
his grain or sit still and allow them to 
damage it. Killing these pests Dbefore 
the grain is stored prevents much dam- 
age in the fall and winter, he says. 

Dost, dirt, rabbish, refuse grails, four 
and meal serve as breeding places for 
these pests. Fresh grain should not 
be exposed to attack by being placed 
with the old which already its infest- 
ed. Throw this out, Unless the old 
grain was badly infested with any one 
of the four or five common injurious 
insects it may not be necessary to 
fumigate now, but a thorough clean- 
ing of the floor, walle and .celling 
should not be neglected. To avoid in 
festation in the stack the grain should 
be thrashed as soon after harvesting 
as possible. Considerable damage has 
been done by these insects to stacked 
wheat and oats in Kansas in the last 
four or five years. 

One pound of carbon bisulphide when 
the temperature is about 00 degrees 
will fumigate 500 cubic feet of space. 
4 At 80 degrees 400 cuble feet will be 
thoroughly treated. The building and 
bins must be as nearly air tight as 
possible while fumigating. The car 
bon bisulphide should be placed in 
shallow pans at the top of the bins or 
building. Evaporation is rapid, the 
vapor settling to the bottom of the bin 
and poisoning the insects. If the grain 
fs not to be used for seed it Is well to 
allow the vapor to remain in it for 
forty-eight hours. Doors and windows 
should be opened wide after the fumt-

“SCALPER” FOR WEEDS. 


Homemade Tool That Does Good Work 
Areund Sweet Potatoes, Onions, Eto. 
This “scalper” for weeds is a simple 

affair and can easily be made by any 

blacksmith in a short time, and the 
cost, aside from the handle, need not 
exceed 20 cents. It is made of an tron 
rod about twenty-four inches long and 
three-sixteenths to one-fourth of an 
inch in diameter. This rod is bent in 
the form of a triangle and the two ends 
welded together so as to go in an ordl- 
nary hoe handle. Before bending, how- 
ever, six inches in the center of the 
rod (afterward the base of the trian- 
gle) should be heated and pounded out 
to make a flattened surface at least 
one-half Inch wide with a slight bevel 
so that one aside will be sufficiently 
thin to make a reasonably sharp edge. 
Measure one-half inch on either side 
of the flattened surface or blade and 
bend from these two points so as to 
form the triangle with the blade as the 
base. The sides of the triangle are

about five inches long, and this leaves 
two ends of three and a half inches to 
be welded together, forming the shank, 

When inserting in a handle the scalp- 
er is bent dt the shank so as to make a 
slight angle with the handle. The 
scalper is the lightest and most effi- 
clent tool we have for working in sweet 
potatoes. With it even green hands 
ean do fairly good work with little in- 
jury, as the plant-is protected from the 
two extremes of the blade or cutting 
edge by the rounded corners made by 
the unsharpened rod. The scalper takes 
-the place of a hoe everywhere except 
in heavy soll or where soll must be

On examin- 
ing it I found the animal had its 
neck broken, and there were claw 
marka on the nose and shoulder, but 
nowhere elee. There was no doubt 
that the tiger had jumped at the bull 
and landed on the shoulder, and 
when the bull turned his head to gore 
the tiger he must have put his claw 
out and with a sudden jerk broken 
the neck. 

On another occasion I went to see 
a young buffalo which had been kill- 
ed in the same way. Malays who 
have actually seen a tiger killing a 
buffalo told me they saw the same 
thing happen; also that in dragging 
off a heavy carcass, such as buffalo 
or bull, he gets most of the weight 
acrose his shoulders. 

This must be fairly correct, as I 
drave often followed a kill, and the 
marks left indicate that only ® por- 
tion of the animal was trailing 
along the ground. I have known a 
full. growm bull, which ten men could 
not moye, dragged for two miles by 
a tiger in a heavy jungle, where roots 
of trees and swamp had to be gone 
through. In no case have I seen the 
pug marks facing the wrong way ex- 
cept when stopping to feed, which 
proves he must carry a portion of the 
animal over his shoulder. 

The old idea of a tiger killing large 
game by a blow from his paw is non- 
sense. Besides, in India a tiger nev- 
er faces his prey, but attacks him on 
the flank unless charged. Another 
curious fact that may seem like 4 
fairy tale is that a tiger does not 
seem to mind a small lamp being 
tied over a kill about ten feet high,‘ 
but will come and feed I have 
known three occasions when this has 
been tried, and each time a tiger has 
come to feed upon the carcass.—Lon- 
ton Field.

A young man, who had responded 
many. times when the bugle sounded, 
was summioned on Monday evening by 
the great Commander-in-Chief to the 
last ‘* Roll Call,” and, soldier-like, he 
laid down his earthly accoutrements, 
hastening to obey. 

David Wishart Weir, son of Mr.and 
Mrs. D. Armour Weir, of town, was 
born in Queensboro, in July, 1887, and 
while he was yet a child, his parents 
moved to Madoc.

Prof. Haberlandt Says He Has 
Found Them in Tree Leaves. 


After long experimenting and 
study Prof. Gottlieb Haberlandt of 
the Botanic Institute, of Gratz, in 
Styria, declares that plants, the 
word taken in ite widest sense, and 
including trees, can see. 

The professor says that he haa 
succeeded through photography and 
the use of the microscope on 
visual organs of plants. The 
images included objécte at different 
distances, and even persons and 
houses. Plants may, he says, be 


| classed with the inferior animals in 


this respect. His observations have 


| been confirmed by Dr. Nuttall and 


Dr. Harold Wagner. 

We are still so ignorant of ani- 
mal, plant and insect life (because 
we do not understand their lan- 
guage) that we fancy the plant, like 
the insect, is not conscious of what 
it sees, but that is probably a dis- 
covery for the future. At present 


-we are forced to accept the theory 


that. they are not conscious. 

But that they do see, Prof. Haber- 
landt says, he has satisfactorily 
proved. He has found the same 
minute eye such as belongs to bees 
and other insects Im sycamore 
leaves, in the sugar maple and in 
the Peruvian ‘acanthus. The eyes 
of plants appear different from the 
eyes of insects in that they have

No pen can tell whaty our army anf- 
fered in the Crimea. The orttel. frost, the |

All| 
day long, as we toiled and fought in the | 
trenches, we were raked and poppered | 
with grape, or pounded with shot and| 
shell, and scarcely a night went by with: | 
out sorties and surprises.

And those} 
of us who escaped unhurt were so weary 
and overwrought that we had little love 
of life left in us.

FREAK3 OF MARINE LIFE. 


Barnacles May Serve Some | 
| Sure They Are Not, 
| 


But It is Not Apparent. 

Rarnacles are among. the curious 
forma of marine life. So far as te 
known, they perform no important of- 
fee, either constructive or destructive, 
in the economy of nature. They serve 
to no appreciable extent aa food for 
the creatures of the depths; neither 
do they operate as a check unon other 
forms of marine life that might be- 
come redundant 

Strangely enough, barnacles are 
assigned by the naturalists to the 
same great subdivision of the animal

At this 
state it roves no longer, but attaches 
itself to some convenient object by 
means of its antennae, secreting & 
coment whereby it glues iteelf quite 
fast. Then it undergoes a metamor- 
phosia that completely ‘changes ita 
appearance. It loses its bivalve shell 
and its eyes and acquires ita char- 
acteristic ciripeds or curled feathery 
legs, and it takes on an entirely new 
shell, 

Three orders of barnacles exist. 
Members of one order are attached by 
the shell directly to rocks, timbers 
or. other convenient objects. Those of 
another order are attached to floating 
objects by a long stalk,.and the 
barnacles of the third order are para- 
sitic upon crabs and other marine 
animals. When extended from the 
shell the curled, feathery appendages 
are in constent. meg and oak 
create currents jp fhe weter t 
reg M donvey to the Curious little 
creatures their food, —* of 
many species of minute forms of life 
abounding, in the sea. 

What commonly known as “sea 
acorns” are nothing more than barn- 
acles of the genus balanus. There 
exists a number of different varieties 
of these, showing shells of a white, 
greenish white, pink or rplish col- 
or. These barnacles attach themeelves 
to rocks, shellfish, the piling of piers 
and sometimes even to whales. The 
base: of the shell is glued firmly to 
the supporting object, there being no 
stom.

Gold and Iron Mines Re-open 


Cordova Gold Mine and Belmont Iron Mine 
. Resume Operations 

Cordova, Oct. 7th.--A definite re- 
vival of mining has been under way 
for some time in this part of Ontario. 
Cordova is twelve miles east of Have- 
lock, which is a station on the main 
line qf the C. P. RK. Nine years ago 
the Belmont gold mine was closed 
down after some years of operation. 
It is now being re-opened by Mr. P. A. 
Kirkegaard, and has been rechristen- 
ed the Cordova. The mine is splend- 
idly ¢quipped. A 30-stamp mill will 
soon be put into commission. Its 
capacity is 100 tons per day. Much 
ore is broken underground, and the 

rincipal shaft has *n sunk to the 

foot level. Compressed air is pip- 
ed‘ from an adjoining water-power. 
Electric power is also being developed 
at the same place. All the machin- 
ery isan inheritance from the former 
regime. 

e ore averagesabout $5.50 per ton, 
and is almost completely free-milling. 
There are twelve known veins, only 
three or four of which have been 
touched. The mining rights extend 
over 400 acres. Many substenti 
cottages surround the mine and con- 
stitute part of the property. 

Within afew hundred yards of the 
Cordova, the old Belmont iron mine 
has been reopened by the Buffalo 
Union Furnace Company... A railway 
spur has been run in, and the mine is 
being equipped for an output of more 
than 500 tons of ore per day. 

The revival of these two mines will 
give employment to at least 300 men, 
and will have a most beneficial effect 
upon the whole community. 

It may also be noted that Toronto 
investors are operating a stone quarry 
afew miles beyond Havelock. The 
crushed preduct is shipped to Toronto 
for road building. 

In addition to the above it will be 
interesting to iron men to know that 
the Canada Iron Mines Limited, of 
Trenton; is operating iron mines at 
Blairton, Coe Hill and Bessemer. 

At the — time there are 100 
men employed at Bessemer, taking 
out ore, and at a later date the mines 
at Blairton and Coe Hill will be oper- 
ated. eer 
The concentrator, located at Tren- 
ton, is at present, with one unit com- 
pleted, capable of breaking 350 tons 
of rock per day and when the remain- 
two unitsare added, will treat 1000 
tons per day. 

The plant is the finest of its class in 
Canada and now gives employment to 
over 40 men. There is a strong belief 
that it will not be long before a smelt- 
plant is established here to be

To Assist Dairying 


The Department of Agriculture has 
been giving particular. attention to 
the question of dairying. During the 
past few months a dairy station has 
been erected at Finch, Ontario. It is 
now being operated as a model cheese 
factory and creamery. Itis equipped 
with all the latest appfratus and with 
facilities for investigation and experi- 
mental work. It is hoped by the erec- 
tion of this station to effect some im- 
provement in the charactcr of the 
cheese factory and creamery buildings 
in Eastern Ontario. The contract has 
just been let for the erection ofa 
similar station at Brome, Que.. which 
will relate more particulary to the 
butter-making industry. New dairy 
record centres were organized during 
the present season at the following 
points: Listowel, Frankford, King- 
ston, Mallorytowh and Farmers’, 
Union in Ontario (the latter in Gren- 
ville County) at Way's Mlils and St. 
Prosper in Quebec and at Kensington 
Prince Edward Island. An expert 
is in charge at each of these centres. 
The organization of these centres has 
given a strong intpetus to the cow- 
testing movement.

valids and cripples, who are unable 
ing to T. J. Albert, 
Consul at Brunewick. The German 
railroad system provides a firet- 
class car for invalids who can afford 
to use #. This car is fitted with 
every possible convenience for the 
sick. A special apartment, opening 
on the level of the station platform, 
with a double door, #0 that «a 
stretcher can be carried in without 
the slightest difficulty, is set apart 
for the invalid and attendants. The 
balance of the car contains a kitch- 
en, where meals can be prepared, 
and a section handsomely upholster- 
ed for membors of the family or ac- 
oompanying friends. _For invalids 
who travel second or third-class an 
apartment on an ordinary car is 
used, opening in. like manner with 
a double door on the station plat- 
form. 

The charges for transporting sick 
and helpless persons have hitherto 

. moderate. For invalids 
travelling third-class the charge has 
been the cost of four tickets, free 
transport being granted for two 
attendants. This rate is still grant- 
ed when the car containing the in- 
valid apartment belongs to a regu- 
lar train with a fixed destination ;

ITALY HAS LOTS OF MONEY. 


Her War With Turkey Haan’t Beth- 
ered Her a Bit Financial ly. 
An illustration of the hitherto un- 
suspected prosperity of Italy is the fact 
that she has not had to borrow a cent 
of foreign money for the expense 
her war with Turkey. This war 
cost Italy up to May 11 ' 
just $210,000 a day since it began 
Bept. 27, 1911. Nevertheless her 8 


day. 

Bonaldo Stringher, director general 
of the Bank of Italy, bas just made 
an official report stating that Itallan 
emigrants send at lcast a 
year back home, while tourists spend 
almost if not quite as much in Italy. 
Hither one of these sources of wealth 
would more than suffice to pay the 
entire expenses of the war. 

Money fs so abundant fo Italy that 
when popular subscriptions were open- 
ed in many cities for military aero 
planes to be presented to the govern- 
ment the lists were filled in a few 
days, the total amount of the subscrip- 
tions far exceeding those of a similar 
nature in France, in spite of the wave 
of popular enthusiasm for aeroplaning 
in the latter country. 

It is worthy of note that this war 
has cost Italy in kuman lives only 53 
officers and 549 men, according to the 
official fignresa, an unprecedentedly 
small lose for eight months of active 
warfare.~Exchange,

FINGER PRINTS IN BANKS.

The European farmers make good 


| money out of the right calves. The 


youngster is carefully fed from the 
day he is born, being confined in 
dark stalls. He is fed liberally on 
oatmeal, whole milk at the stan 
later, with some 
roots, and when he goes to market 
he is about as toothsome a morsel 
as can be found anywhere. ig- 
lishmen are very fond of this kind 
of meat, and price cuts no figure 
with them. 

There is no reason why our dairy- 
men should not increase their pro- 
fits materially by feeding calves

NOW 15,000 IN GERMANY AND 
5,500 IN FRANCE. 


Founded by German Financier with 
a View to Assisting 
Farmers.

How it gets past the 
inspectors is something no man can 
find out. 


LAMB RAISING. 


The farmer who will pay close 
attention to his breeding stock and 
raise-native lambs of uniform size 
and breed, feed them intelligently 
and market them at the right time 
can make more profit from his flock 


ment. As a rule the native lambs 
gent to the markets are so badly 
mixed, both as to breed and feed- 
ing that they are a torment to the 
buyer and of little profit to the own- 
er. 

This is one of the reasons why 
the western range lambs find great 


fed in large flocks and go to market 
practically in the same condition. 
Only a small portion of the native 
lambs that are sold on the eastern 
markets can be called prime, and 
this fact is entirely the fault of the 
farmer. 

As a rule, sheep-raising on the 
average farm is merely a side issye 
and little attention is given to tt. 
The remedy of the present condi- 
tion of the native lamb market lies 
entirely with the men who produce 
the lambs. Whenever the farmers 
are engaged in the producing of 
prime lambs for market at any sea- 
son of the year, the business has 
proven highly profitable.

just before Christmas and in the 
early spring; at this period the 
prices are always high.

The Thanksgiving Day army man- 
oeuvres at Milton had a fatal termin- 
ation when two (. P.K. trains collided 
at Streetaville Junction at 6.10 on Mon- 
day evening, killing two persons and 
er, about thirty others. 

e Chic express leaving Toron- 
to at five o'clock, heavily laden with 
holiday travellers, had orders to pass 
troop special number two at Streets- 
ville Junction. The troop special had 
likewise orders to the flyer at 
this point, but instead: of taking the 
switch at the west end of the station 
yard the engineer over-ran his limit 
and struck the regular after it had 
just got under way. 

Fortunately both trains were trav-

The War in the Balkans 


The four small states of Greece, 
wpa Bulgaria and Servia are 
not only driving the Turks back from 
their various frontiers, but they have 
swept down on the Turkish plains, 
driv ng the Sultan's soldiers before 
them like chaff. During the past 
week very heavy fighting has occurred 
at several points, and the result is 
that the Bulgarians have now sur- 
rounded the great Turkish fortress of 
Adrianople,and are within about sixt 
miles of Constantinople. The Servi- 
ans have seized a number of strong 
positions in old Servia, and have cap- 
tured the fortresses of Kumanova and 
Uskub, thus clearing the way for the 
capture of Salonika. The Montene- 
grins are surrounding Scutari,another 
most important Turkish post, while 
the Grecian army has pierced the de- 
files of the frontier, and is driving the 
Turks hither and thither.. Gradually 
the four armies will converge on Con- 
stantinople unless Turkey sues for 
peace. e defeated Turks have lost 
to the allies immense quantities of 
arms, ammunition,food and prisoners.

I run all hogs on alfalfa from 
birth until sold, either for breeders 
or for the packer, and as soon as 
unds each, or 
about that, I sell or kill them. 

If you are feeding pure-blood 
hogs (especially if the blood is red) 
they will’weigh from 175 to 225 
pounds each at six to eight months 
of age. I think seven months old is 
the best age, and the most profit- 
able hog we can sell. 

The younger you eell, the less risk 
of disease, the less trouble, time 


poor| and feed it takes. The sooner you 


sell, the more room and the better 
care for the next litter. 

The cheapest gain is made while 
A. pig weighs 
about three pounds at birth. With 
reasonable care it will gain on an 
average one-fourth pound a day 
for the first ten to twenty days. 

So you. see it doubles its weight 
in twelve days, and at 65 cents per 
bushel for corn, and $1.50 for 100 
pounds for shorts the first three 
pounds of gain cost about 34 cents 
per pound, allowing eight pigs to 
the litter for each sow. 

I figure on the rule that it takes 
only a small amount of fire to heat 
a baling wire, but it would take a 
lot of fire to heat a 300 pound rod 
of iron. 

So I say it takes a little to make 
a pig gain a pound per day. But it 
takes about eight to ten ears of 
corn per day and some slop to make 
a pig hold its own. 

Some men say, if the market is 
low. feed longer (even though feed 
is high), prices may go up. Others 
will say, ‘‘Feed is high, I will sell 
(while they are not fat); prices may 
go down.”’ 

Don’t try to get the market ready 
for your hogs, but get your hogs 
ready for the market. Sell them 
when they are fat and not before. 
Keep the kind that top the market 
and you will make money if feed is 
high. 

Registered hogs gain faster, bring 
more money for the. breeder, @ 
make more pounds of meat out of 
the grain fed them than any other 
animal on earth. 


RECLEARING OLD FIELDS. 

There are many old fields that 
have been thrown out years agoand 
have so grown up with scrubtimber, 
green briars and other filth that it 
looks to be almost an impossible 
undertaking to reclear them, says 
Mr. A. J. Legg.

‘} Other French People Ill From Eat- 


ing Poisonous Fungi. 


Deaths from isGhous- mush- 

rooms are repo in France daily. 
The roll for last month, for  in- 
stance, is fourteen workmen dead 
and three dying in the Vosges. One 
workman is dead at Nancy, three 
ate dangerously ill. A family of 
five has been poisoned at Versailles, 
one having died, while the four 
others are in a hospital.

The tendency ts toward 
smaller litters. 

Preference is given to sows with 
long body, arched buck and good height 
from udder to backbone. Legs should 
be long enough to support the body 
without trailing. The front legs should 
stand well apart and there should be 
good width of forehead. In our ex- 
perience it does not matter whether 
a sow is pure bred, cross bred or & 
grade. The shape of the body and the 
disposition of the animal have more to 
do with her usefulness than fancy pedl- 
grees. However, we do not object to 
the later, but bave no use for inbred 
stuff. . 

After the sows are mated there ifs 
the problem of their care. For the 
late summer litters this matter ts not 
a preblem,.as the sows take care of 
themselves*iurgely in the pastures and 
keep in good flesh with a small amount 
of grain. It is somewhat different tn 
winter. The sows must be better fed 
and sheltered, But this does not mean 
that the winter treatment must be 
radically different from the summer. 
There should be the same range of 
pasture, but only over the sod fields 
to be plowed in the spring or on pleces 


of rye sown for the purpose. Atten- | 


tion to this point wil) save mach trou- 
ble at farrowing time. Do not keep 


the sows in a close pen or a yard for | 


a considerable time and try to offset 
‘the confinement by compounding ra- 


tions or feeding stock foods as condi- | 


tioners. These may be all right Ip 
themselves, but If the sow is shut op 
most of the time she won't save you 
disnppolntment when she farrows. 

Sows due in March will be taken off 
the fields before freezing weather 
ceases and no injury will result to the 
ground for the following crops. —\Ve 
let the sows follow the stock cattle 
andthe milk cows, Whether they 
should follow steers which are heavily 
fed 1 am not able to advise. The 
probability ts they would not hustle 
gufficiently, but would Iie around the 
feed boxes. As the sows become 
heavier they should not be kept with 
colts or young horses. A sow may be 
killed by the kick of a horse or In- 
jured by the capers of idle horses in 
winter.

| FUL CIVILIZATION EXTANT.

| Without Patriotism or National Feel- 
ing She Presents a Remarkable 
Solidarity and Many Things We 
Boast as New Are Very Old With 
Her People—System of Manners Is 
Now Ossified and Cumbrous. 


} Western ideas of China and ita peo- 
pie have been modified considerably 
| by the increased knowledge of the race 
which has been one of the results of 
j the revolution. There is little doudt 
that with the republic firmly estab- 
lished and increasing contact with the 
progreasive methods of the oecident 
China will occupy a notable position 
among the nations of the future. The 
latent strength is there. Amazing 
potentialities of wealth and of power 
are contained within the bounds of 
thie mighty territory. Chinese civili- 
gation is one of the oldest on earth 
and the only one which has continued 
uninterruptedly till the present day. 
It hae not always been a stagnant 
nation. Changes in the fundamental 
form and character of the Government 
have swept over China at frequent 
intervals with an intensity rivalling 
that displayed in the late revolution. 
China, h 4,000 years of unbrok- 
en history, has hardly touched her 
wealth. Living on the products of her 
own labor for forty centuries, her ma- 
terial riches are to-day almost intact. 
Her civilization is the development of 
an attitude of reverence for the past— 
harking back to remote ages and great 
teachers instead of purposefully look- 
ing toward the future. 

discoveries and accomplish- 
ments of China include arehes in 
architecture, carving in yw6od and 
molding in bronze ‘and-cther . metals, 
painting with unrivaled colors, print- 
ing, paper from wood pulp, the mari- 
ner’s compass, gunpowder and guns, 
books, astronomy, codified lawa, civil 
service examinations, bank notes and 
coins and hot-air pipes for heating 
houses. She poss-ssed all these con- 
turies before they were dreamed of 
in the west. Her mighty rivers, some 
of them 3,500 miles in length, have 
been so connected by thousands of 
miles of artificial canals that this land 
is a perfect network of waterways. 
Here is found the longest canal in 
the world—-800 miles in length and 
built at the dawn of the Christian cra. 
No nation can match her stupendcus 
public works, her myriad walled ¢i- 
ties, her great wall, 1,500 miles in 
length and from 20 to 25 feet both in 
thickness and height, climbing moun- 
tains and spanning rivers, being in 
many important passes double-built 
2,000 years ago. Ethics, philosophy 
arid the er of government and 
religion have been discussed, ably 
andexhaustively by Chinese scholars 
from the daya of Confucius and Men- 
tins, 600. years before the time .of 
Christ. Millions of printed volumes 
constitute a splendid body of litera- 
ture. The writer and the scholar ate 
received with honor by the highest in 
the land. 

Primed with a superficial knowledge 
of this ancient civilization, the travel- 
er in China is profoundly impressed 
and puzzled by her complete reversal 
of the greater number of our manners 

The explanation ‘is to 
be found in the radically different 
conditions of evoliition, in the ten- 
dency to hearken to the voice and the 
teachings of the past instead of prob- 
ing the mysteries of the future, in an 
innate sense of reverence, and a fa- 
talistic belief in inevitable retribution 
and the existence of an omnipotent 
force, in the peculiar and extensive 
sense of filial obligation, and in that 
and = self-respect 
which exacts the: most ceremomous 
politeness in social relations, No peo- 
ple sre more potently influenced by 
the unseen world. The constant atti- 
tude of looking backward to the great 
teachings and the great-men of remote 
ages has made the Chinese an in-

Every pro- 
vince, every city, every hamlet is dis- 
tricted, and in the hamlets some re- 
spected citizen is chosen as head man. 

e is held responsible for the good 
conduct of his peaple. If any crime is 
eommitted he is held till the culprit 
ts found. It ig not often that any- 
thing, except criminal cases, come be- 
fore the official courte. 

The ceremonial usages of China 
|have been estimated at 3,000; man- 
lnera are regulated by the Le-ing, or 
} book of rites, and have come down 
| the ages unchanged The constant 
itheme of the classical books is the 
character and conduct of “the super- 
ior man,” a type of the audiby virtu- 
ous and hypocritical prig.
